T. G. Shearman, ou the Hawaiian 
situation, as reported in your issue of 
the27ih of February ? HC-HVB: ''Our 
ing the fifty yearn [1820 1870] the gov 
ernment of these islands w is under 
missionary influence, most of tbe na- 
tives were deprived of i h f i r rights in 
tbe laud, excepting about '21,000 acres, 
and all tbe rest was divided among 
the King, tbe chiefs, aud the families 
and frien is of the missionaries." 


(1.) As a matter of fact, the natives 


first received tht-ir lamls, every oae 
his own home-lead or kuleana, iu 
1848, as a free gift from the g >vern- 
meut of the third Kamebamehas. 
Before that time no Hawaiian had 
any possession that be could call his 
own. 
T/ie Missionary Lan<J Commis- 


sion advised the king that if he 
"should allow to the landlords one- 
third, to tbe tenants oue-third, and 
keep one third himself, be would iu 
jure no one but himself " The com- 
mon people received fee-simple titles 
for their house lots and the lauds 
•which they actually cultivated for 
themselves. The number of claims 
finally confirmed amounted to 11,309 
Th*- awards for tbese were recorded in 
ten huge folios which were deposited 
iu tbe land office. In a sub-equent year 
I myself took part in the surveying of 
these lands, of which every acre was 
procured for the Hawaiian peasaut, 
and confirmed to him, by tbe mis 
siouaries. Nor has a single acre, so 
far a» lean learn by repe-ted aud 
careful inquiry, reverted from the na- 
tive to the miHstoiiary, or tbe mission- 
aries' sons, except by fair and legiti- 
mate purchas- 


(2.) "The missionaries found 130,000 


people there, aud now they report 
that there are only 34,000. . . . 
Before the miasionariew gained con- 
trol ol the islands, leprosy was un 
known." 


As a matter of fact, the decay of the 


Polynesian, both iu Hawaii and in 
other ittlaud groups, has been brought 
about not merely by lorei^n diseases, 
but by the changed conditions im- 
posed by civilization 
In so far as 


tbese changed conditions of living 
were changed by mis-ion a ry influence 
the mifniouarit-8 were dou lit less re- 
spon-ihle; yet the missionaries Were 
pot blamuble. They woiked accord 
ing to the ideas of their time, and 
tht-ir work was 
peifectly 
sincere, 


though we muy criticise it as m part 
mistaken. I 8(.eut all of my earlier 
years iu Hawaii, and I knew those 
men well; wnh very few exceptions 
they were high minded, pure, aud 
utttrly unselfish. 
And as a n alter of 


fact, the Hawaiian has lasted longer 
for their v,resenc»- than be would have 
lasted if the missionaries had stayed 
awaj ; fora large part of their work 
was to battle with the immorality 
and the diseases introduced tiy the 
whites. 
These unscrupulous foreign- 


ers have always brought ajjaii.st the 
missionaries the chaiges of "cant, 
hypot-risy, 
covetounuess, 
uuscrupu- 


lou*uess, fraud, aud groan abu>-e of 
power." With what tjirauge sea^a 
tious do I find tbe abu.-e of t he "beach 
combers" reproduced iu the editorial 
columns of the Jtfiveuiug Post.

says that they lost their land by 
"fair and legitimate purchase." 
We 


all know what such transactions mean 
between shrewd white men and ignor- 
ant, confiding, quarter-civilized tribes. 
The Indians know well enough how 
little chance they have to keep any 
laud in severally, and they wisely re- 
fuse to accept any such titles, except 
under coercion. 
Many of my well- 


meaning clerical friends are now try 
ing to force such titles upon all In 
dians. It would be more charitable to 
drown the poor Indians at once. It is 
as crui-1 as it wouH he to clothe cbil 
dren t-ix years old with full power to 
sell all their propeny. 


No matter how "fairly" they ac- 


quired it, the fact remains that, at the 
end of mi-sionary government, and as 
Us direct result, the missionaries' sons, 
nephews, and American associates 
have got the title to three-quarters of 
all the land that ouce belonged to the 
Hawaiian masses. 


As to the introduction of leprosy 


ami disease, I explicitly acquitted tby 
rnii-sionaiies and their sous from re- 
sponsibility, except negatively, for 
failure to exclude these evils, while 
having supreme power. 
I spoke of 


the*e things as part of the mass _of 
evidence showing the failure of ^mis* 
slouary government to secure' the 
most common place results of good and 
efficient -administration. And I re- 
ferred to tbese, in connection with 
other evil conditions of the islands, 
because these general conditions are 
clamorously put forward by the agents 
of 
the "missionary sugar" govern- 


ment as conclusive reasons why the 
sous of the missionaries are justified 
in stealing the government, as they 
have appropriated the laud of the Ha- 
waiian people. 


I have never questioned and never 


doubted the piety, Hticerity, and un 
selfish zeal of the early missionaries. 
Neither, as I undeistaud, has Ibe 
Evening Post. But "noi>le»se obligt." 
A noble character, a pious zeal, carry 
with them great obligations 
The 


children of such men are held to PI mi 
lar standards. And the utter failure 
of the-e missions, not merely c u 
fesned, but insisted upon, with clamor, 
virulence, and foul-mouthed vindic- 
tiveues»t by the sons and their repie 
sentatives, if true is aJl the more la- 
mentable and discouraging to every 
real friend of missions, because of" the 
goodness 
and 
earnestness of 
the 


fathers. 


I am a friend of tbe missionary 


cause. 
I shall not now, or at any 


time, give any further proof of this 
than to say that I do not f«-ar compari- 
son, in this respect, with any ol my 
critics, other than missionaries them- 
selves. 
But the best service which 


any true friend of missions can render 
Just now is to pu such condemnation 
upon tbe abuse of power, obtained 
through missionary influence, as shall 
make such crime* impoxmble here-

Wonderful Cares Wortetl 
by Judge 


Austin's 
Bp*ecli—• CoanUs Stopped, 


Game l*cs Kencwed and Staffs Flung 
Aeide— How Finances Were Bandied. 


Judge Austin, of Hilo, relates 


some interesting experiences of his 
own while secretary to Princess 
Ruth, in 1854. At that time she 
was the governess of Hawaii. 


He had been appointed secretary, 


but with orders from Kamehameha 
in that Keelikolani should never 
interfere with bis work. In that 
year there was a large gathering of 
the natives at Kailua, commanded 
to assemble by her in order to ex- 
plain to the people tbe tax laws, 
and to enforce the payment of taxes, 
A large lanai was provided in 
which the meeting took place, and 
she proposed to address them. 


It was the unwritten law that 


the very old and infirm, all cripples 
and incurables, should be exempt 
from taxation. Tbe natives were 
unwilling to pay taxes, so they 
prepared for the meeting. 


Many who were jpang men, and 


in the best physical condition, came 
in, appearing to be .doubled up 
with disease. 
Maey used staffs, 


and walked with trembling steps. 
Some walked slowly, coughing at 
every step. Some held up a leg, 
and appeared to be cripples. 
One 


enterprising native appeared on a 
stretcher, carried by four of his 
companions. When the assembly 
opened it appeared like a hospital 
without a well person in it, and it 
numbered several hundred. The 
Princess made a brief address, and 
was 
followed by her secretary, 


judge Austin, who told them that 
all present would have to pay 
taxes, as there was nothing the 
matter with them. 


At once there was a commotion. 


The men who were doubled up 
straightened themselves out. The 
coughing stopped. 
The men with 


"game" legs moved about quickly. 
The man who came in- on a 
stretcher got up and made a speech 
to the crowd, showing that he had 
a very poor opinion of the govern- 
ment. The staffs were flung aside. 
In a few; moments a fine stalwart 
body of men were seen taking the 
mountain road and moving ofl 
with perfect ease, and the lanai 
was lettered with the debris of the 
materials they bad used in mijkr 
ing themselves apparent cnpples 
and infirm. 


Another time, in Hilo, the Prm

Deadly New fi/fle. 


BALTIMORE, April 1.—Captain 


Mark Schlaegerof the steamship 
^a Campine visited Fort McHenry 
oday and exhibited a new Ger- 
man repeating rifle. The weapon 
is one of the first made by the Ger- 
man Government and is a new in- 
vention of Mauser, the great Ger- 
man firearm inventor. In appear- 
ance it is something like the Krag- 
Jorgensen military rifle, now being 
adopted by tbe United States 
army. It is of 32 caliber and the 
aarrel is made of three tubes, one 
inside of the other, on the same 
principle as the Krupp gun. The 
inner tube is rifled and of hard, 
tempered steel. 
Tbe powder used 


is a smokeless nitro-g'ycerine ex- 
plosive, which makes little report 
and no smoke. Fired at the height 
of tbe shoulder the bullet will go 
nearly two miles before its force is 
spent, and at 2000 yards it will 
pierce the bodies of seven men 
placed one behind the other.

Annexation Oiilj TumpOTsrlly Itiecllvd 


by Opposition of Cleiclaud Goveru- 
uient— Futuro Hupo of tho 
loland

Mr. Thurstoo, Miumtei of Hawaii, 


said lust night: 


"I notified Secfetary Oreshani this 


afternoon tbat I should start for Ha- 
waii tomorrow." Mr. Thurston smiled 
as be said this. 
He added a little 


later: "I am a little sorry that I am 
not to stay here long enough to see 
how the Government would deport 
me, and where they would send me, if 
there is anything in the newspaper 
story tbat such a plan has been in con- 
templation. I do cot suppose, seri- 
ously, that any such purpose has been 
entertained by anyone. I shall leave 
for Boston at once to attend to some 
business matters, and shall then pro- 
ceed directly to Ban Francisco. I am 
due in Honolulu April 11. It is only 
five days and abalf running time now 
to San Francisco, and the best steam- 
ers make the journey from there to 
Honolulu in six days. If we had the 
speed of the Atlantic steamers we 
should be able to reach Honolulu in 
four days and a half from San .Fran 
Cisco. Ships of tbat speed will be put 
OB the line, undoubtedly, in a few 
years. My wife will go for a time to 
visit some friends in the west. She 
will not go to Hawaii with me. There 
is absolutely nothing to be done here 
just now by me, and there is much 
that I can do at home, in a public and 
private capacity, for the present." 


Mrs. Thurston is an American lady, 


formerly from one of the western 
states. There seems to be no disposi- 
tion in the Tburston household to 
abandon Washington. Certainly the 
house is not dismantled, and no orders 
have been given to dismantle it or 
cancel the lease. It is the expectation 
that Mr. Thurston will return to 
Washington in a few months—possi- 
bly in the capacity of chancellor or 
law advisor to tbe legation. 
Mr. 


Tburston, it is understood, Will leave 
Washington this afternoon. 


Nearly all of the great legations 


have such an officer, and it is no con- 
cern of tbe government here who he 
ip. 
It is the general belief of tbe 


friends of Hawaii here, who are tbe 
friends of Mr. Thureton, that be will 
be back in Washington certainly by 
the time Congress shall meet. 


To a friend who suggested tbat many 


would be glad to have him return to 
Washington as a United States Sena- 
tor from Hawaii, Mr. Thnraton said, 
gravely: 
"There are many in Hawaii who are 


in earnest in favor of annexation who 
doubt tbe wisdom of endeavoring to 
come in as a state. I, myself, believe 
that it would be wiser to become a 
territoiy of tbe Union." 
Mr. Tburston is clearly of the 


opinion tbat the cause of annexation 
baa only been temporarily checked by 
the opposition of the Administration. 
Like most of bia country men, be 
looks to the United States as the hope 
of tbe future of his country. 
It is possible that tbe little Republic 


of Hawaii has outwitted the United 
States in diplomacy. Tbe Secretary 
of State has not yet said that he has 
demanded tbe 
recall of Minister 
Thurston. But Minister Thurston land 
it is the first time tbat be has said 
anything about hU recall) announces 
tbat be will leave Washington at once 
for Hawaii. He also said that he bad 
heard nothing of the reported demand 
of the UnltedStates for bis recall. 


It is barely possible that Mr. Tburs- 


ton, as a member of tbe Hawaiian 
Foreign Office, may himself pass upon 
Secretary Greabam's demand for bis 
own recall. The probability, at all 
events, is that Mr. Hastings will re- 
main indefinitely in charge of the 
legation, and tbat Secretary Gresbam 
will not have tbe catisfaction of giv- 
ing to Minister Tbureton a final audi- 
ence to receive from him the presenta- 
tion of his letter of recall.—Washing- 
ton Star, March 27th.

HP-HVH: ''Dur- 
ing the fifty yearn [1820-1870] the gov- 
ernment of these islands w is uuder 
missionary influence, must of the na- 
tives were depnvedof iht-ir rights in 
the laud, excepting about 27,000 acres, 
and all the rest was divide.) among 
the King, the chiefs, aud the families 
and frien'ls of the missionaries." 


fl.) As a matter of fact, the natives 


first received their lands, every one 
bis own homestead or kuleaua, in 
1848, as a free gift from the g •vern- 
meut of the third Kamebamehas. 
Before that time no Hawaiian had 
any possession that be could call his 
own. The Missionary Land Commis- 
sion advised 
the king . that if he 


"should allow to the landlords one- 
third, to the tenants cue-third, and 
keep one third himself, he would in 
jure no one but himself" The com- 
mon people received fee-simple titles 
for their house lota and the lands 
which they actually cultivated for 
themselves. The number of claims 
finally confirmed amounted to 11,309 
Th*' awards for these were recorded in 
ten huge folios which were deposited 
in the land office. In a sub-equent year 
I myself took part in the surveying of 
these lands, of which every acre was 
procured for the Hawaiian peasant, 
and confirmed to him, by the mis 
siouaries. Nor has a single acre, so 
far as lean learn by repe-ted aud 
careful inquiry, reverted from the na- 
tive to the missionary, or the mission- 
aries' sons, except by lair and legiti- 
mate purchas- 


(2.) 
"The missionaries found 130,000 


people there, aud now they report 
that there are only 34,000. . . . 
Before the missionaries gained con- 
trol of the islands, leprosy was un 
known." 


As a matter of fact, the decay of the 


Polynesian, both in Hawaii and in 
other island groups, baa been brought 
about not merely by foreign diseases, 
but by the changed conditions im- 
posed by civilization 
In so far as 


these changed conditions of living 
•were changed by missionary influence 
the mlsnionarit-8 were doubtless re- 
spon-ihJe; yet the missionaries were 
pot blumable. They woiked accord 
injr to the ideas of their time, and 
their work was 
peifectly 
sincere, 


though we m>iy criticise it as in part 
mistaken. I spent all of my earlier 
years in Hawaii, aud I knew those 
men well; w i t h very few exceptious 
they were high minded, pure, and 
utterly unselfish.

any claim made that they did get it. 
Nobody has yet asserted that they did. 
But, if they did, it is certain that they 
soon lost it; and what I said, as Mr. 
Coau shows, was that by 1870 the 
native masses had lost all but 27,000 
acres. 
This is not denied 
Mr. Coan 


says that they lost their land by 
"fair and legitimate purchase." 
We 


all know what such transactions mean 
between shrewd white men and ignor- 
ant, confiding, quarter-civilized tribes. 
The Indians know well enough bow 
little chance they have to keep any 
land in severally, and they wisely re- 
fuse to accept any such titles, except 
under coercion. 
Many of my well- 


meaning clerical friends are now try 
ing to lorce such titles upon all In 
dians. It would be more charitable to 
drown the poor Indians at once. It is 
as crut-l as it would be to clothe chil 
dren MX years old with full power to 
sell all their properly. 


No matter how "fairly" they ac- 


quired it, the fact, remains that, at the 
end of mi-sioimry government, aud as 
its direct result, the mis-nonaries' sons, 
nephews, aud American associates 
have got the title to three-quarters of 
all the land that ouce belonged to the 
Hawaiian masses. 


As to the introduction of leprosy 


ami disease, I explicitly acquitted thy 
mis8iona>ies ami their sous from re- 
sponsibility, except negatively, for 
failure to exclude these evils, while 
having supreme power. 
I spoke of 


these things as part of the mass of 
evidence showing the failure of ^mia- 
siouary government to secure the 
most commonplace results of good and 
efficient -administration. And I re- 
ferred to these, in connection with 
other evil conditions of the islands, 
because these general conditions are 
clamorously put forward by the agents 
of 
the "missionary sugar" govern- 


ment a* conclusive reasons why the 
sous of the missionaries are justified 
in stealing the government, as they 
have appropriated the laud of the Ha- 
waiian people. 


I have never questioned and never 


doubted the piety, i-incerity, and un- 
selfish zeal of the early missionaries. 
Neither, us I undeistaud, has the 
Evening Post. But "noblesse oblige." 
A noble character, a pious zeal, carry 
with them great obligations 
The 


children of such meu are held to nimi 
lar standards. And the utter failure 
of tbe-e missions, not merely c n 
teased, but insisted upon, with clamor, 
virulence, ami foul-mouthed viinlic- 
tiveuesx, by the sons and their repie 
sentatives, if true, is aJl the more la- 
mentable and discouraging to every 
real friend of missions, because of' the 
goodness 
aud 
earnestness of 
the 


fathers. 


I am a friend of the missionary 


cause. 
I shall not now, or at any 


time, give any further pronf of this 
than to say that I do not fear compari- 
son, in this respect, with any ot my 
critics, other than missionaries them- 
selves. 
But the best service which 


any true frienriof missions can render 
just now is to pu such condemnation 
upon the abuse of power, obtained 
through missionary influence, as shall 
make such crime" impossible here- 
after

Judge Austin, of Hilo, relates 


some interesting experiences of bis 
own while secretary to Princess 
Ruth, in 1854. 
At that time she 


was the governess of Hawaii. 


He had been appointed secretary, 


but with orders from Kamehameha 
III that Keelikolani should never 
interfere with his work. In that 
year there was a large gathering of 
the natives at Kailua, commanded 
to assemble by her in order to ex- 
plain to the people the tax laws, 
and to enforce the payment of taxes. 
A large lanai was provided in 
which the meeting took place, and 
she proposed to address them. 


It was the unwritten law that 


the very old and infirm, all cripples 
and incurables, should be exempt 
from taxation. The natives were 
unwilling to pay taxes, so they 
prepared for the meeting. 


Many who were yjoung men, and 


in the best physical condition, came 
in, appearing to be doubled up 
with disease. 
Maey used staffs, 


and walked with trembling steps. 
Some walked slowly, cougbmg at 
every step. Some held up a leg, 
and appeared to be cripples. 
One 


enterprising native appeared on a 
stretcher, carried by four of his 
companions. When the assembly 
opened it appeared like a hospital 
without a well person in it, and it 
numbered several hundred. The 
Princess made a brief address, and 
was 
followed by her secretary, 


Judge Austin, who told them that 
all present would have to pay 
taxes, as there was nothing the 
matter with them. 


At once there was a commotion. 


The men who were doubled up 
straightened themselves out. The 
coughing stopped. 
The men with 


"game" legs moved about quickly. 
The man who came in, on a 
stretcher got up and made a speech 
to the crowd, showing that he had 
a very poor opinion of the govern- 
ment. The staffs were flung aside. 
In a few moments a fine stalwart 
body of men were seen taking the 
mountain road and moving off 
with perfect ease, and the lanai 
was lettered with the debris of the 
materials they had used in mak- 
ing themselves apparent cripples 
and infirm. 


Another time, in Hilo, the Prin- 


cess with a retinue, while on the 
street, met a native on a fine mule. 
The Princess wanted it. She at 
once sent for her secretary and in 
a very 
imperious manner in- 


quired, "Have you any money 
in the treasury?" 
"Yes, plen- 


ty of it," he replied. 
"Bring 


me $40," she said. "I will bring 
you nothing," he replied. "It don't 
belong to you." 
She looked at 


him scornfully and turned away. 
The next day he called to see her 
and she was extremely gracious, 
as she feared he would report the 
transaction to the King.

Deadly New RiSe. 


BALTIMOBE, April 1.—Captain 


Mark Schlaeger of the steamship 
La Campine visited Fort McHenry 
today and exhibited a new Ger- 
man repeating rifle. The weapon 
is one of the first made by the Ger- 
man Government and is a new in- 
vention of Mauser, the great Ger- 
man firearm inventor. In appear- 
ance it is something like the Krag- 
Jorgensen military rifle, now being 
adopted by the United States 
army. It is of 32 caliber and the 
barrel is made of three tubes, One 
inside of the other, on the same 
principle as the Krupp gun. The 
inner tube is rifled and of hard, 
tempered steel. 
The powder used 


is a smokeless nitro-glycerine ex- 
plosive, which makes little report 
and no smoke. Fired at the height 
of the shoulder the bullet will go 
nearly two miles before its force it 
spent, and at 2000 yards it will 
pierce the bodies of seven men 
placed one behind the other.

Mr. Thurstou, MiimUt of Hawaii, 


said last night• 


I notified Secretary Uresliam this 


afternoon that I should start for Ha- 
waii tomorrow." Mr. Tburston smiled 
is he said this. 
He added a little 


later "I am a little eorry that I am 
not to stay here long enough to eee 
how the Government would deport 
me, and where they would send me, if 
there is anything in the newspaper 
story that such a plan has been in con- 
templation. I do not suppose, Eeri- 
ously, that any such purpose has been 
entertained by anyone. I shall leave 
for Boston at once to attend to some 
business matters, and shall then pro- 
ceed directly to San Francisco. I am 
due in Honolulu April 11. It is only 
five days and abalf running time now 
to San Francisco, and the best steam- 
ers make the jonrney from there to 
Honolulu in six days. If we had the 


ed of the Atlantic steamers we 
o.uld be able to reach Honolulu in 
four days and a half from San .Fran 
ctsco. Ships of that speed will be put 
OH tbe line, undoubtedly, In a few 
years. My wife will go for a time to 
visit some friends in the west. She 
will not go to Hawaii with me. There 
is absolutely nothing to be done here 
just now by me, and there is much 
that I can do at home, In a public and 
private capacity, for the present." 


Mrs. Thurston is an American lady, 


formerly from one of the western 
states. There seems to be DO disposi- 
tion in the Tbureton household to 
abandon Washington. Certainly the 
house is not dismantled, and no orders 
have been given to dismantle it or 
cancel the lease. It is tbe expectation 
that Mr. Thurston will return to 
Washington in a few months—possi 
bly in the capacity of chancellor or 
law advisor to the legation. 
Mr. 


Tburston, it Is understood, will leave 
Washington this afternoon. 
Nearly all of the great legations 


have such an officer, and it is no con- 
cern of the government here who he 
lc. It is the general belief of tbe 
friends of Hawaii here, who are tbe 
friends of Mr. Thurston, that be will 
be back in Washington certainly by 
the time Congress shall meet. 
To a friend who suggested that many 


wonld be glad to have him return to 
Washington as a United States Sena- 
tor from Hawaii, Mr. Thureton said 
gravely: 
"There are many in Hawaii who are 


in earnest in favor of annexation who 
doubt the wisdom of endeavoring to 
come in as a state 
I, myself, believe 
that it would be wiser to become a 
territoiy of the Union." 
Mr. Thurston is clearly of the 


opinion that tbe cause of annexation 
baa only been temporarily checked b 
the opposition of the Administration 
Like most of his countrymen, h 
looks to the United States as the hop 
of the future of his country. 
It is pot-Bible that the little Republi 


of Hawaii has outwiited the United 
States in diplomacy. The Secretary 
of State has not yet said that he has 
demanded the 
recall of Miniate 
Thurston. But Minister Thureton (and 
it is the first time that be has sail 
anything about hi" recall) announce 
that be will leave Washington at one 
for Hawaii. He also said that be bac 
heard nothing of tbe reported deman 
of the Unttea States for his recall. 
It is barely possible that Mr. Tburs 


ton, as a member of tbe Hawaiiai 
Foreign Office, may himself pass upot 
Secretary Gresbam's demand for hi 
own recall. The probability, at al 
events, is that Mr. Hastings will re- 
main indefinitely in charge of th 
legation, and that Secretary Gresbam 
will not have the t-atisfaction of giv 
ing to Minister Thurston a final audi 
ence to receive from him the presents 
tion of his letter of recall.—Washing 
ton Star, March 27th.

Tbe present complication will no doubt 
add to their notoriety, If such a thing bo 
possible. 


Although tho marquis la best known to 


the world nt large because of the famous 
pugilistic rules that bear bis name, he la 
Identified In the rajnds of Londoners with 
all sorts of queer things. About two years 
ago ho became BO enraged at Lord Rose- 
bery, tho present premier, but then a mem- 
ber of Mr Gladstone's cabinet, as to 
threaten vlolunt retaliation upon the noblo 
secretary's person. The cause of Queons- 
borr j 's anger was tho action of Rosebery in 
creating Queenoberry's eon, till then only 
Viscount Drumlanrlg—tho holder of a 
"courtesy" title ruurelj—an earl, thus 
milking him outrank his father and enti- 
tling him to o seat in tho house of lords. 
Until ladOthemarquishimsolf hadaplaco 
in the upper houso as a representative Scot 
th>h peer, but he then announced himself 
n free thinker, and that shut him out. 
When Rosebery was maJe a member of 
Gladstone's cabinet, one of hla first actions 
was to choose for his private secretary tlio 
son of tho sporting marquis. The secre- 
tary suited so well that ho was shortly 
made tho Earl of Drumlanrig. Queens- 
berry began at once to write letters to 
Kosebery, tho quoon, Gladstone and every 
one else ha could think of as possibly hav- 
ing something to say in the premises. His 
failure to receive replies to any of his let- 
ters caused him to declare that ho knew a 
lot of awful facts In the biography of 
Rosebery, which he proposed to show up, 
adding that if an asbault were necessary 
In order to draw attention to tho "show- 
Ing up" ho was quite "prepared to com- 
mit that assault."

The recent visit of Judge W. A. 


Kinney to the Coa&t ae especial 
counsel of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment was in every sense a success- 
ful one. He journeyed to Eastern 
cities during his absence and bad 
abundant 
opportunity to -gauge 


public sentiment regarding'affaire 
in Hawaii. 
His views on matters 


of vital importance to the islands 
are especially interesting at this 
,ime. 


Judge Kinney did aot fare very 


well on his homeward trip and was 
a severe sufferer from mal de mer 
hroughout the voyage from San 
Francisco. In consequence of this, 
•ogether with a cold contracted 
through variable weather at the 
"loast, the Judge has remained 
losely at home since his arrival. 
3e was, however, able to attend to 
)usinees matters yesterday, ^ and 
n an interview spoke as follows 
concerning his visit to the States: 


I have made a verbal report to the 


Sovernment on the Wahlberg matter 
and the suits of Cranstoun, Mueller 
and Johnstone brought at Vancouver, 
and I refer you to the Government 
officials for information on those mat- 
ers. 
As to the prospects of annexation, 
unless all signs fail it seems to me that 
we will be a part of the United States 
as soon as tbe present administration 
s over and the next one gets to work. 
Oo tbe matter of annexation of terrl- 
x>ry the people of the United States 
will have tbe say. Administration^ 
msinees combines and prominent 
talesmen control many public mat- 
ters often involving millions without 
consulting the people, but annexation 
of territory is of such public interest 
tbat tbe wish of the people canuot be 
dodged or set aside. 
Wbat their will 
is will be settled definitely and offlci 
ally at tbe nest presidential election, 
but they are already speaking in a 
way that is significant. The number 
of newspapers in the United States 
hostile to annexation are very few 
and far between, aud that is a very 
, significant fact. 


The democratic party itself is di- 


vided on the question, and tbe wing 
hostile to annexation and wbo sup- 
port the administration in this aud 
ail other questions is so thoroughly 
discredited and heartily disliked by 
the American people that if annexa 
tion must be opposed by any- set of 
men or politicians in 
the United 
States, we are very fortunate in hav- 
ing "mugwump" and "cuckoo" take 
the contract; for whatever way the 
national elections go it is conceded on 
all sides that Cleveland and his fol- 
lowing will bimply be buried out of 
sight by unanimous consent. 


Everywhere I went I beard but cue 


sentiment, and that was distinctly 
in favor of annexation, in hotels, 
on street corners and m the cars, 
from politicians, working men, busi- 
ness men and all kinds of meu, tbe 
sentiment was the same. They seem 
to have made up their qiinds and are 
waiting simply for a chance to vote. 
Tbe fact is tbe people look on us as an 
American colony of their own flesh 
and blood. We bave had so many 
close calls and so much to contend 
with before their very eyes that they 
lave grown intensely interested in 
the result and in seeing us come out 
ahead, so much so that I do not be- 
ieve at this stage of affairs there is 
any power short of one tbat could 
stand off the United States and pre- 
vent annexation. 


Wherever I went there was a very 


riendly expression of sentiment to- 
ward tbe native Hawaiians, and their 
good qualities 
do not need to be 


messed; they were already recog- 
ilzed, but it is hard to convince the 
average American that the native 
Hawaiian will be a slave or will lose 
any practical rights by becoming his 
ellow citizen. Annexation in all 
mibabillty would bave no standing 
n the United States if they considered 
t simply a case of taking the country 
away from the aboriginals, but un- 
questionably tbe belief is prevalent 
.here tbat events over which Hawaii 
>a» no control have already pressed 
matters to a point where she must 
soon go to some foreign power, and it 
's irrespective of local events.

Should the deliverynaan, the veniier 
of eggs and vegetables, or ihe small 
boy who comes to the place, negleci/ 
to fasten the gate securely, a strange 
horreorcow may be expected within 
the grate bffor*- much time has elapsed 
The town has a piece of Govern 


meut property formerly used as a 
pound, but, the fence enclosing the 
place is beyond repair 
Sheriff Wil 


liams stales that be has marie applica- 
tion on different occasion'* to have 
the much needed officer appointed, 
but wben informed by the Minister of 
the Interior, that the poumlmaste r is 
expected to keep the poun«l iu repair 
out of the profits that accrue from 
managing the business, he can find 
no one who is willing to accept the 
office. 
Strange to say, when it is 


known that there is a pound master 
one who is attending to bis buslners— 
there are no animals accldeutly turned 
into the street to graze, and allowed to 
wander into their neighbors' gardens. 


Speaking of stray anim If, there 


wu» quite a scene of excitement a few 
days ago caused by the breaking away 
of a baud of cattle a* they were being 
driven to town. 
The cattle lia-l been 


driven from Waimea by Rufut Ly-

made a break for upper Waiuuku. 
Eighteen were captured at once, bat 
the remaining number fled ID differ- 
ent directions and could not be corrtl- 
ed.

HALF < F EOBEBT LOUIS STEVENSON'S 
ESTATE.

left a will bequeathing him one half 
of his entire estate. 


The boy's name is Joseph Arstin 


Strong, and for several years he was 
the Inseparable companion of the 
novelist in all his cruises and wander- 
ings. 


The father of tbe boy is Joseph D. 


Strong, well known iu Oakland and 
San Francisco as an artist and news- 
paper caricaturist. Mr. Strong mar- 
ried the daughter of Stevenson's wife 
and settled in tbe Hawaiian Islands. 
It was while on a vi-it to them that 
Stevenson became acquainted with 
the little boy. A mututl attachment 
sprang up between tbe two that last- 
eil uuiil the novelist's death. 


Tbe two were constantly in each 


other's company. Together they ram- 
bled among the nils and on the sea- 
snore, aud the feeling that Stevenson 
felt 'or the youth developed into that 
of a fouii and solicitous father. 


Tbe author, encbarite'l with the 
dreamy life of the islands, aud anx- 
ious to be near the youth, resolved to 
settle permanently in the Pacific isl- 
ands, and subsequently purchased a 
plantation at Samoa, w'lere, be in- 
stalled Mr. Strong and his family. 


It was while here that (he novelist 
indulged in his celebrated cruises in 
his yacht over tbe Pacific Ocean. In 
all these watery wanderings Steven- 
son was 
accompanied 
by 
young 


Gilbert Islands were visited at inter- 
vals by the chums. 


On his arrival at Samoa, Stevenson 


purchased an immense tract of unim- 
proved laud and developed it into a 
blgh state of cultivation. It is to half 
of tbia plantation that young Joseph 
Austin Strong has falfejj heir, 
At 


present he is living on the place In- 
consolable over tne death of his old 
companion. 


About a year ago Stevenson sent 


the young lad to Oakland for tbe pur- 
pone of having him educated in tbe 
schools of that eity. 


Tbe separation proved too much for 


the affectionate nature of the novelist, 
and he longed for tbe lad's return to 
Samoa. 
A few mouths before his 


death be s<?ut for him. 


During Stevenson's fatal sickness 


the boy was constantly at his bedside, 
and was present at bis death 
It was 
Stevenson's Intention to educate him 
ae au artist. He bad iu her! ted the 
talent from his father, aud was apt at 
depic'lug the characteristics of the 
natives on the island. 
Joseph D. Strong, the father of 
Stevenson's heir, in a member of the 
Bobeuaitn Club io Sao Frajjctf-co, »n<l 
is a well-known artist. An uncle of 
the heir, Dwij/ht Strong, Jr.is the 
well known curator of tbe Oaklmd 
Library. A grandfather of the boy 
Dwight Strong, Jr., livea up in the 
Piedmont hills, leading the life of a 
hermit. He is » man of culture au-i 
learning, a gradual* of Williama Col- 
lege, unit the author of many religious 
woiks 
Years ago he wa-* principal 


of several of the public schools In 
Oakland.

The Livprpool Journal of Cora- 


morce of February 20, says: The 
Liverpool Steam Tug Company's 
screw tag Blazer leaves the Mersey 
today to undertake what is probabl> 
the longest tow on record. Tho 
Blazor is engaged to tow the Italian 
steamer Colombo from Rio de Janeiro 
to Genoa. The Colombo, »bont three 
months ago was towed idto Kio with 
her shaft broken, and since that time 
has been lying in that harbor. She 
was bound from Santos to Rio to 
load when the accident happened.
